The Senate Energy Committee also voted 
as part of its consideration of the Carter 
energy proposals to double the penalties for 
auto companies which fail to meet existing 
mileage standards. 
American auto manufacturers now must 
meet an average for gasoline mileage cov­ 
ering all models they produce. A 1975 law 
sets that average at 18 miles per gallon for 
1978 models, climbing to 27.5 miles per 
gallon in 1985. 
A proposal by Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, 
D+Ohio, approved 10 to6 by the committee, 
would set a mileage floor. The minimum 
would begin at 16 miles per gallon for 1980 
models and rise to 21 miles per gallon in 
1985. 
The move was opposed vigorously by the 
big three American auto makers. Chrysler 
said it might have trouble with one of its 
1980 models if the proposal became law. A 
Ford official said none of its cars planned 
for 1980 through 1965 would fall below the 
minimum set in the Metzenbaum proposal.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Henry Beilmon, E-Okla., and a 
leading 
consumer 
advocate 
both say they appreciate farm­ 
ers, but they differ in their 
views of food prices and large- 
scale agriculture. 
Beilmon, appearing at a Na­ 
tional Town Meeting here on 
Wednesday, 
said, 
“Factory 
workers are getting a better 
deal now on food than they’ve 
ever had in the history of the 
country." 
Using Agriculture Depart­ 
ment figures, Beilmon said 
families paid an average of 24.6 
per cent of their take-home pay 
for food in 1947-41. He said the 
share declined to 18.4 per cent 
in 1964 and to 16.8 per cent last 
year. 
Kathleen F. O’Reilly, execu­ 
tive director of the Consumer 
Fedaratton of America, and an­ 
other speaker at the meeting, 
said the figures used by Bel- 
lmon were misleading. 
“You have to be earning $20.- 
000 a year or more to have it 
only be 12 or 16 per cent of 
your income," she said. “So for 
senior citizens, for low-income 
consumers it reaches up to 40 
and 90 per cent ... and that is 
intolerable’' 
Ms. O’Reilly, who prefers 
that designation, complained 


about large agribusiness firms 
and others who collect large 
government payments under 
price support programs. 
She quoted figures by the 
Congressional 
Budget 
Office 
showing that the top 4 per cent 
of the nation’s farms having 
annual sales of crops and live­ 
stock of $100,000 or more would 
get 50 per cent of the direct in- 
come-supplement 
payments 
provided by farm legislation 
pending in Congress. 
But Beilmon said that “this 
business 
about 
agribusiness 
getting all the benefits from 
our farm laws is a bunch of 
hogwash." 
"There’s a lot of them that 
lose $100,000 a year, but when 
you talk about gross (income or 
farm receipts) 
that doesn't 
mean a thing,” Beilmon said 
**We have to talk about net (in­ 
come), and farmers generally 
in this country are losing mon­ 
ey.” 
Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Berg land, who also was on the 
panel, was not involved directly 
in the exchanges between Bei­ 
lmon and Ms. O'Reilly, but he 
was asked about the impact of 
superfarms and the trend of 
farms getting bigger. 
“We re looking into the ques­ 
tion to see whether that trend 


is in the national interest,’’ 
Bergland said. 
If studies which have just 
been initiated by Agriculture 
Department 
show 
that 
the 
trend to superfarms may de­ 
stroy the “family farm back­ 
bone” of the country, then 
something will have to be done, 
Bergland said. 
“If we were to have a large, 
stale agriculture that is found 
in some parts of the world and 
we find that that destroys the 
incentive which we now have, 
our judgment is that we ought 
to take action to block that 
trend to large-scale farming,’’ 
Bergland said. 
“It is safe to say, however, 
that if we do move with federal 
laws to outlaw large farms the 
cost to the consumer will in­ 
crease,'' he said. 
Beilmon, on the same sub­ 
ject, said that there “are very 
few large farms’’ operating to- 
iay which are owned by big 
ousinesses and nonfarm stock­ 
holders, although some com­ 
modities 
have 
large 
in­ 
vestments by such companies. 
For the most part, agricul­ 
ture in this country is still in 
the hands of the family farm er 
and probably always will be be­ 
cause they are the most ef­ 
ficient " Beilmon said.

The Alcan route is favored by most environm entalists 
for the very good reason that it follows existing roads or 
pipelines over much of its 2,800-mile journey from 
Prudhoe Bay to the U.S. border. 
It m akes m ore sense, certainly, to pipe the gas across 
Canada than to go through the expensive, wasteful and 
risky process of liquefying it and shipping it down the 
West Coast by tanker

PREPAID HEALTH CARE 
Let's hope the Carter administration has more success 
than its predecessors in trying to stimulate the growth of 
prepaid helathcare in the 1 ’nited States. 
At one time, prepaid medicine -- patterned after the 
Kaiser Plan in ( alifornia - was thought to be the wave of 
the future F am ilies would pay a tixed monthly fee for all 
their health care, ranging from routine checkups to 
expensive surgery. Doctors, druggists and hospitals 
would band together to provide that care at the lowest 
possible cost. 
President Nixon predicted in 1971 that federal seed 
money would enable as many as 40 million Americans to 
enroll 
in 
these 
so-called 
helath 
m ain tenance 
organizations (HMDS) by 1976. 
As it turned out. this didn't hapen. Only 6.5 million are 
enrolled in HMO’*, and the federal aid program is 
bogged down in bureaucratic red tape. 
Carter’s health planners, aided by some 1976 changes 
in the law. now say they’re determined to get the HMO 
program back on the track. Which is good news if they 
can do it. 
For it seems that prepaid medicine tends to hold down 
health care costs in the long run. Because doctors get 
their money in a salary instead of a fee for each service, 
there is just as much em phasis on keeping patients 
healthy as on treating them when they’re sick. 
One study found, for exam ple, that federal workers 
enrolled in regular health insurance plans spent nearly 
twice as many days in hospitals as federal workers in 
HMO plans whose medical fees had been paid in ad 
vance.

Many U.S. Spy Shenanigans 
Still Swept Under the Rug

WASHINGTON 
The Jam es 
Bond industry has had its most 
em barrassing secrets broad 
cast from the rooftops. The 
b e le a g u e r e d C e n tr a l In ­ 
telligence Agency, for exam ­ 
p le .

m o re 
publicity than governm ent 
agencies that advertise. .All this 
hoopla has brought acute dis­ 
m iss to espionage officials who 
regard it sourly as “indecent 
exposure.’* 
But now President C arter 
has assured as that the revela­ 
tions are over and that the na­ 
tion's intelligence op eratio n s 
have been fully aired. There 
are “no lingering, unresolved 
illegalities or im proprieties,” 
he declared, that rem ain unin- 
vestigated 
The President, however, has 
overlooked the 7602 Air In­ 
telligence Group at Ft. Belvoir, 
V a. O v e r th e y e a rs , th is 
obscure unit has conducted a 
bew ildering num ber of cloak- 
and-dagger operations around 
the globe. 
During the Indochina fight­ 
ing, for exam ple, the unit dis­ 
patched an intrepid, young m a ­ 
jo r on a secret mission to Laos. 
The Pentagon had picked up 
disturbing reports that one of 
its favorite Laotian generals 
w as a double agent, who posed 
as a right-wing m ilitarist but 
w as really a secret communist. 
T h e re w as th e a w k w a rd 
possibility that he m ight be 


diverting his massive U.& mili­ 
tary shipments to the com­ 
munist guerrillas. 
The major’s grim orders 
w ere to investigate the general 
and then kill him if the reports 
proved true. Dutifully, the un­ 
d e rco v er officer, though a 
m a r r i e d man with two 
children, courted the general’s 
attractive daughter. The 
Am erican spy and the Laotian 
beauty, inevitably, fell in low. 
But the m ajor, true to his 
trust, delivered a full, factual 
report to his superiors. He had 
learn ed from his romantic 
liaison that the general was 
totally corrupt But there was 
no evident« that he was work­ 
ing for the communists. The 
honest officer also gave his 
bosses a frank report on his 
own romantic involvement. 
The Air Force, taking a stern 
view of adultery if not murder, 
withdrew the major from the 
assignment and rushed over 
his wife and children to 
rehabilitate him. His mission 
was turned over to a replace­ 
ment less susceptible to Lao­ 
tian charrrn. 
The confidential files also 
contain a report of another 
murder plot against a Laotian 
general. This general, too, was 
an Air Force favorite. Accord­ 
ing to the files, he would sneak 
down back trails, clogged with 
underbrush, from Laos to Thai­ 
land to provide the Air Force 


the latest intelligence. 
But rival CIA spies somehow 
got the notion that the general 
wasn’t true to the United 
States. Without bothering to in­ 
form his Air Force handlers, a 
CLA team ambushed the gener­ 
al on one of his visits but 
botched the assassination The 
Air Force tenderly nursed the 
wounded general back to 
health at its Udora base, but 
the aggrieved military men 
were unsuccessful in pressing 
charges against the CIA 
assassination team. 
If U.S. authorities seemed un­ 
duly harsh on questionable 
generals, they pampered the 
loyal Laotian brass shamefully. 
The Air Force, for example, 
procured a large limousine for 
a Laotian mountaintop com­ 
mander, who had a special 
fondness for big American 
cars. The luxurious limousine 
was deposited at the doorstep 
of his craggy sanctuary by a 
V S cargo helicopter. 
There was one limitation; he 
had only about 50 yards of rug­ 
ged mountaintop road suitable 
for limousine travel. The proud 
commander, nevertheless, 
gunned his limousine back and 
forth over the 50-yard stretch. 
A team of orderlies also kept 
the car highly polished so he 
could show it off to visiting dig­ 
nitaries. Now both the moun­ 
taintop and the limousine 
presumably are in communist 
hands. 
Another Laotian warlord, 
with even more expensive 
tastes, wanted his own luxury 
plane. The Air Force obligingly 
refurbished an old transport 
plane in Japan and flew it to 
the delighted general It was 
written off as “foreign aid." 
Not all the Air Force in­ 
telligence operations, of course, 
were so dubious. A small but 
ingenious Air Force unit, for 
example, deveKJfced some of 


the best spies in the business 
along China’s obscure southern 
borders. 
These spies, some of them 
former Chinese Nationalists 
with excellent contacts in 
China, brought out valuable in­ 
telligence. The Air Force was 
also able to establish its own 
agents on the mainland. 
Through a devious payment 
system originating in Hong 
Kong and Taiwan, the Air 
Force was actually able to 
deliver payments to the agents 
inside China. 


Footnote: We have cited only 
a few of the Air Force en­ 
deavors from intelligence re­ 
ports that are full of un­ 
publicized activities. 
Cold Winter: It’s going to 
cost Americans even more 
money to keep warm next 
winter.

The National Energy Board of Canada has approved 
an application by three Canadian companies and an 
American company to pipe natural gas from Prudhoe 
Bay in Alaska across three Canadian provinces to the 
American Midwest and West Coast. 
This should be good news to thousands of commercial 
and residential gas customers in the Great Lakes states, 
who’ve been shivering in their boots during cold-weather 
fuel shortages. 
It also should be good news to John G McMillian, the 
Salt Lake City pipeline operator whose proposal to lay 
pipe along the Alcan Highway once was considered a 
long shot but now has strong backing in both Washington 
and Ottawa.

Union against Ozark contract 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Union negotiators have recommended 
rejection of an Ozark Airlines contract offer for about 600 me­ 
chanics working without an agreement since last Oct. 1. 
'The members aren’t afraid to strike,” said John W. Miller, a 
spokesman for Local 24 of the Aircraft Mechanics Fraternal 
Association. “They don’t necessarily want to, but this is our 
livelihood.” 
Larry Crews, Local 24 president, said balloting among the 
mechanics will be conducted either Wednesday or Thursday in 
St. Louis and 18 other cities served by Ozark and a strike called 
afterward if the agreement is turned down. 
“Overall—wages, 
pension 
benefits 
and 
retirement—the 
complete contract was just considered substandard,” Crews said 
of Ozark’s offer. 
An Ozark spokesman, Charles Ehlert, said the company’s offer 
was for a 32-month agreement during which mechanics’ pay for 
the final period of the agreement would reach $10.10 an hour. 
In addition, said Ehlert, the proposal calls for improvements in 
the company’s pension plan, increased benefits for health 
coverage and long-term disability and the resolution of work 
disputes. 
Crews declined to discuss the specifics of the offer, noting only 
that mechanics’ pay under the old contract was $8-15 an hour plus 
20 cents through a cost-of-living clause. 
“It’s a situation where we’ll accept it and send it back to the 
membership, but we’re not going to recommend it,” said 
negotiator Ronald Wirts. 
The proposal by Ozark came out of Sunday sessions with fed­ 
eral mediator Harry Bickford after the union postponed an im­ 
mediate strike set to have begun following expiration of a 30-day 
cooling off period at midnight Saturday. 
Ozark, a regional carrier which serves 57 cities in 16 states, 
was struck by mechanics for 78 days in 1973. About 400 of its 
mechanics are based in St. Louis and another 125 belong to 
AMFA Local 4 in Chicago.

Union against Ozark contract 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Union negotiators have recommended 
rejection of an Ozark Airlines contract offer for about 600 me­ 
chanics working without an agreement since last Oct. 1. 
“The members aren’t afraid to strike,” said John W Miller, a 
spokesman for Local 24 of the Aircraft Mechanics Fraternal 
Association "They don’t necessarily want to, but this is our 
livelihood ” 
Larry Crews, Local 24 president, said balloting among the 
mechanics will be conducted either Wednesday or Thursday in 
St Louis and 18 other cities served by Ozark and a strike called 
afterward if the agreement is turned down. 
•‘Overall—wages, 
pension 
benefits 
and 
retirement—the 
complete contract was just considered substandard,” Crews said 
of Ozark’s offer. 
An Ozark spokesman, Charles Ehlert, said the company's offer 
was for a 32-month agreement during which mechanics' pay for 
thefinal period of the agreement would reach$10 lOan hour 
In addition, said Ehlert. the proposal calls for improvements in 
the company’s pension plan, increased benefits for health 
coverage and long term disability and the resolution of work 
disputes 
Crews declined to discuss the specifics of the offer, noting only 
that mechanics pay under the old contract was $8 15 an hour plus 
20cents through a cost-of-living clause. 
“It's a situation where we'll accept it and send it back to the 
membership, but we’re not going to recommend it,” said 
negotiator Ronald Wirts. 
The proposal by Ozark came out of Sunday sessions with fed­ 
eral mediator Harry Bickford after the union postponed an im­ 
mediate strike set to have begun following expiration of a 30-day 
cooling off period at midnight Saturday.
